Although the main U. N. line 
is within small arms range of 38, 
only one penetration in force has 
been reported. 
On the east coast, 
Republic of Korea troops occupied 
the small village of Younpo.

American Republics 
Unite For Defense 
Against Aggression 


WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Secre­ 
tary of State Acheson urged the 
American republics today to take 
immediate action to meet a men­ 
ace posed by international Com­ 
munism. 
He said no free nation anywhere 
in the world is secure against the 
menace, and called for full eco­ 
nomic 
and military cooperation 
with the United States. 
Acheson delivered the keynote 
speech of the first regular session 
of the inter American conference 
of foreign ministers. 
The instruments of Soviet Rus­ 
sia’s ‘‘new imperialism,” he said, 
are “a formidable machine of war 
and the International Communist 
movement.” 


Independence Challenged 
“Never before have we laced a 
menace of this magnitude,” he 
continued. 
“Never 
before has 
there been so great a challenge to 
our determination to preserve our 
independence as nations.” 
Acheson 
suggested 
that 
the 
American republics might prepare 
a coordinated defense plan for the 
hemisphere as soon as possible. 
In a welcoming address before 
a preliminary meeting yesterday, 
President Truman asked that the 
Latin republics of America join in 
the effort to throw up defenses 
against the “aggressive expansion 
of Soviet power” he said threat­ 
ens the whole world.

led the bold Schuman plan. If foreign ! tuie for a specIal appropriation of $8,800 
m inisters and parliaments ratify the ac 
tion. the plan will take effect. 
It is a treaty for the pooling of all coal 
and steel facilities in 
France, 
Western 
Germany, Italy, Belgium. Holland 
and 
Luxembourg. Nothing like it has ever be­ 
fore 
been 
seriously 
contem plated 
in 
Europe. 
If the Schuman plan works, barriers to 
the free flow of coal and steel will be 
knocked down in the six countries. Rigid 
national cartels—groupings to fix prices 
and production quotas—w ill be wiped out. 
A free market featuring free competition 
will replace them. 
The coal and steel industries of the par­ 
ticipating nations would be governed by 
new international institutions. 
The high 
hope is that 
this 
proposed 
integration 
would boost production, im prove and en­ 
large productive facilities, 
raise 
living 
standards in these countries. 
Not to be overlooked is the prospect that 
this economic integration could serve as a 
prelim inary to broader unity in the Euro­ 
pean economy, and as a basis for ultimate 
m ilitary and political unification.

but especially in governm ent. 
Basically, 
it 
is precisely this 
lack of morality which is respon­ 
sible for communism, aggression, 
and Russian expansionism along 
w ith all the many other political 
ills that afflict us in domestic as 
well as in world allairs. 
Unless 
our 
citizenry, 
and in 
particular every one of those who i 
govern and who are charged with j 
law’ enforcement get back to mor- 1 
ality 
and 
common honesty, our 
other efforts and struggles w ill be 
sterile. 
We 
will 
be 
attacking 
symptoms rather than the disease 
itself. 
I 
have 
watched 
the 
Senate 
Crime 
Investigating 
Committee 
bit by bit extract from witnesses 
sordid 
stories 
of 
corruption in 
New York City. We plain citizens 
have resented the arrogance and 
impertinence 
shown 
before this 
committee. 
We have been shocked to hear 
a City 
Commissioner 
adm it 
to 
hobnobbing 
with 
gangsters and 
receiving in his office such loath­ 
some 
creatures 
as the so-called 
“policy-king.” 
W f 
have drawn the only im­ 
plications that can be drawn from 
these 
evil 
associations between 
the hoodlums and high officials of 
a 
great 
city. 
We 
know 
that 
crime 
cannot 
exist 
on a major i 
scale or on organized or syndica­ 
ted 
bases unless there is som e­ 
thing rotten in City Hall. 
But on 
another aspect of the 
crim e 
and 
corruption 
situation 
there has been—so far as I known 
—little or no comment. I refer to 
its repercussions on our foreign 
relations. 
Irrespective 
of 
w hether 
we 
w ant it or not the m anth of world 
idership rests on our shoulders. 
On how well we wear it depend 
not merely the fate of these Uni­ 
ted States, hut of civilization it­ 
self. 
We can only exercise that lead­ 
ership 
successfully 
if 
w e have 
self-respect and arc respected by j 
and enjoy the confidence of other 
peoples. I regret to say that we 
have been losing that respect and 
confidence of other nations, w’hieh 
we formerly held. 
Through the years I h av e been 
proud 
when 
repeatedly m y for­ 
eign friends have rem arked: “Of 
course you have some crim e and 
corruption in the United States, 
but you keep it at a m inim um be­ 
cause the punishment is sw ift and 
sure.” 
In contrast to these statem ents, 
of late years, these sam e friends, 
pointing to the revolting condi­ 
tions disclosed by the Senate In­ 
vestigating Committee and other 
investigations 
have 
com m ented 
sadly 
on 
our “moral deteriora­ 
tion.” 
One of tile outstanding states­ 
men of this hemisphere, a former 
am bassador and president of his 
country in effect told m e only a 
lew week? ago;

The millions of dollars you are 
spending for these purposes will 
go down the drain unless you get 
back to your old system of in­ 
tegrity in public life.”

The loss of moral prestige by 
Hie United States and its reper­ 
cussions 
on 
others was vividly 
demonstrated lust October, when 
a report issued by an official of 
a friendly governm ent stated that 
the “bankruptcy and corruption” 
existing in his country “have an 
intimate relation to the American 
example in racketeering . . 
One of the phenomena accom­ 
panying the breakdow n in moral­ 
ity may be stated practically as a 
law ol nature: Just as dictator­ 
ships almost always become cor­ 
rupt, so conversely corruption of­ 
ten leads to dictotorship. 
This 
happens 
because 
either 
the crooks and dishonest officials 
become dictators in order to con­ 
tinue stealing, or there is an arm ­ 
ed revolution to throw them out. 
In 
the 
latter case the* resultant 


chaos and exercise of force in turn 
lead to dictatorship. 
This vicious 
circle 
has destroyed the Roman 
and other civilizations and could 
do the same to ours, if we do not 
take preventive measurers. 
In other words, either we must 
wipe out these mobsters and their 
political partners or w e will lose 
our way of life. 
Joe Stalin, if he had planned it 
that way, could not find a speed­ 
ier and surer way to defeat the 
democracies 
than 
by sibsidizing 
these 
gangsters and foul politi­ 
cians. 
’Actually, as I have seen in oth- J 
cr countries how closely the gang­ 
sters and Communists work to­ 
gether, I sometimes wonder if the 
Soviet 
is 
not, at least in some 
m easure, inciting these vermin to 
defile our system cl law and o r­ 
der. 
But w hether or not this be so, 
of one thing we can be sure: The 
Costellos, Adonises, and the rest 
of this scum, and still more the 
miserably corrupted law enforce­

officers, 
are 
among the 
K rem lin’s best allies. 
Perhaps, in 
a sense, they are 
even

dangerous than the

political bias, is exposing to the 
purifying light of public opinion

graft,

O ur citizens are aroused, and 
an 
aroused 
citizenry is irresist­ 
able. 
They will relentlessly de­ 
mand honest and competent offi­ 
cials, 
who 
will drive the crim ­ 
inals into prison, out of the coun­ 
try, or into th electric chair.

Warning To Peiping 
P art of the psychological w ar­ 
fare campaign during the Korean 
w ar has been concerned with try­ 
ing to convince enemy troops

their m ilitary weakness. 
The informants said M acArthur 
was attempting to do the same 
thing in this statement, addressed 
chiefly to the enemy commander- 
in-chief. 
M acArthur outlined U. N. su­ 
periority in various spheres of the 
Korean fighting. Then he warned 
Peiping it faced the “risk of im­ 
m inent military collapse” if the 
U. N. decided to attack Red China 
directly. The sources insisted this 
was inserted as a part of Mac­ 
A rth u r^ discussion of the military 
situation. 
They said the enemy command­ 
er m ight be more acutely aware of 
his losses than his government of­ 
ficials behind the front, and there­ 
fore might be more easily per­ 
suaded to talk peace.

Migratory Waterfowl 
Show Increase In U. S. 


By VERN HAUGLAND 
WASHINGTON— (ZP) — North 
America’s 
migratory 
waterfowl 
have made a comeback and are 
more plentiful than since 1949, the 
fish and wildlife service reports. 
This good news for 
sportsmen 
does not imply more liberal hunt­ 
ing regulations next fall, however. 
Dr. Clarence Cottam, assistant 
director of the service, told a re­ 
porter hunting 
regulations 
are 
based entirely upon spring 
and 
summer reports from nesting areas 
and not upon the annual winter 
inventory. 
Albert M. Day, service director, 
said in a prepared statement that 
the 1951 mid-January inventory 
showed an upward trend sufficient 
to offset a 20 per cent decline not­ 
ed in the 1950 inventory. Day is in 
Honolulu on a field trip. 
Cottam said that frequently the 
fertility of 
waterfowl 
is 
high 
when the population level is low, 
and a large bird population often 
produces a disappointing hatch. 
“For that reason the mid-winter 
inventory figure is not a factor in 
determining the fall hunting regu­ 
lations,” he said. 
The January inventory indicat­ 
ed that the pacific flyway had a 
wintering waterfowl 
population 
somewhat better than last year, 
particularly in geese, 
while 
the 
central flyway total 
was 
down 
slightly. 
The Mississippi flyway showed 
a “good recovery” from 1950, the 
service said. The Atlantic flyway 
also indicated some improvement 
for the second consecutive year. 
A “flyway” has arbitrary boun­ 


daries, wholly 
unrecognized 
by 
ducks. The central flyway includes 
states from the eastern slopes of 
the Rockies—among them, Colo­ 
rado and Wyoming—to the eastern 
borders of the Dakotas. It includes 
Texas. Descriptions of the other 
flyways are self explanatory. 
In the inventoried 
areas, 
the 
service said, ducks accounted for 
75 per cent 
of 
the 
waterfowl 
population, geese 13 per cent, coots 
eight per cent, and brant and 
swans, each less than one per cent. 


Pravda Claim s U. S.

The U. S. is attempting on the

to

over these raw materials in India 
and, on the other, making use of 
India’s immense need for grains 
to pressure the Indian

Farmers Plan! Less 
For Livestock 
WASHINGTON — (ZP) — The 
threat of a smaller future supply 
of meat, dairy and poultry pro­ 
ducts hung over the nation today. 
The agriculture department re­ 
ported that farmers plan to plant 
considerably less land to livestock 
feed crops than is needed to main­ 
tain current butchershop supplies 
of livestock food products. 
The department said fears of 
farm labor shortages at 
harvest 
time and a reluctance to plow up 
land which has been returned to 
grass was evidently keeping farm­ 
ers from expanding crop produc­ 
tion. 
Department officials

to put on a

urging larger plantings than are 
now indicated. 
The department had set up spe­ 
cific planting goals for IO crops. 
In the case of five—corn, barley,

Only in the case of dry beans, 
potatoes, spring wheat and rice 
are the indicated acreages above 
goals.

Famed U. P. Copper Mine 
To Be Open To Tourists 


R1P1.EY, Mich.—For the 
first 
time in more than a century, the 
the Michigan copper country will 
have a mine that Keweenaw pen­ 
insula visitors can inspect. 
There 
they ‘can learn about the many 
problems that confront red m etal 
m iners 1.900 feet below the sur­ 
face of the earth. 
Tourist agencies say the Hough­ 
ton - Hancock, C alum et-Laurium 
and Lake Linden-Hubbell districts 
have long needed just such a 
rendezvous for tourists who come 
to this extrem e northerly part of 
Michigan so that they 
can 
say 
*‘l ’ve been in a copper m ine.” 
Reopen Arcadian Mine 
Three men have leased the A r­ 
cadian mine to reopen it as this 
tourist attraction. 
The president 
is Arvid Walatalo, proprietor of 
the W alatalo Drilling company of 
Baraga. Mich. 
His associates are 
Abraham 
Matero, head of 
the 
M atero Equipment Company 
of 
Houghton, and Louis Koepel, sup­ 
erintendent of the Quincy Recla­ 
mation plant at Mason. 
The three men have long been 
interested in the promotion of the 
copper country. 
They are also carrying 
on 
a 
dream 
of 
Ralph 
Paoli, 
fruit 
m erchant who died nine years ago, 
still hoping to make the A rcadian 
m ine a profitable venture. 
Paoli 
had worked in the mine soon after 
he came to this country from his 
native Italy. 
He said shortly before his death, 
“When I was working 
in 
the 
Pew abic shaft, 2.000 
feet 
below 
the surface of Quincy hill, and also 
in the Arcadian mine, tw o miles 
away, I saw the careless w ay the 
m ining engineers 
passed 
over 
areas in which I was certain there 
were m any and heavy veins. Down 
in the drift we would just get into 
something promising 
when, 
the 
next morning, we were told to dig 
in a different section entirely. And 
that *s the way it kept up. Plenty 
of rich copper, flaky and spotty in 
parts, but good and valuable just 
the 
same, 
passed 
over as if it 
w asn’t worth a cent. I said to m y­ 
self, ‘If I can only make enough 
money I will go back some day to 
work that property over—not as 
4 m inor or tram m er but as an 
ow ner or business associate, one 
■who has something to say about 
the m anner in which the work 
should be done.* ’* 
Enters Other Business 
To m ake that necessary money, 
Paoli quit the mines and entered 
the olive oil and wholesale fruit 
business. But, during those years 
betw een 1903 and 1937, w hen he 
becam e owner of a string of stores 
in upper Michigan, he never forgot 
his promise. 
He returned to the 
abandoned Arcadian mine in 1938. 
Upwards of seven million dollars 
had been spent on this m ine by 
various promoters and operators 
in the years prior to 1938 w ith not 


a penny to show for it. 
Known under various names, 
Arcadian Consolidated C o p p e r 
company, 
New 
Baltic Develop­ 
ment company, Arcadian Consoli­ 
dated Mining company, the begin­ 
nings of the com pany date back to 
Civil w ar times. In 1864. the com­ 
pany was organized. 
The Quincy 
mine, nearby, was organized in 
1848 and during Civil war days 
paid a total of $700,000 in divi­ 
dends, 1861-1865 inclusive. There 
was some justification, therefore, 
in assuming th at Arcadian would 
prove another Quincy. 
Spurred on by Boom 
After its prom oters spent half a 
million dollars in drilling, mining, 
and exploratory work, all that re­ 
mained of the Arcadian venture a 
few' years later w ere tales of fabu­ 
lous and w onderful richness Such 
themes could not go on unnoticed, 
so when 
the 
m iniature copper 
boom of 1897-98 arrived, there was 
a rush to open new properties and 
reopen old ones. 
Capitalized this time at $2,500.- 
000, the 
A rcadian mine showed 
activity the like of which the cop­ 
per country had never seen before. 
Bv wagon, train, and boat came 
thousands and thousands of dol­ 
lars in building 
m aterials 
and 
equipment. 
W ithin a single year, 
steel shaft 
houses, 
magnificent 
stone engine houses put up with 
artistry and solidity far in advance 
of anything previously done, boiler 
houses, 
shops 
warehouses, 
200 
dwellings, and 
complete 
equip­ 
ment, including an up-to-date 3- 
stamp mill, w ere completed. 
Over 1.000 nam es were on the 
payroll and this total did not in­ 
clude over 400 men in the employ 
of jobbers and those to whom in ­ 
dependent 
contracts 
were 
let. 
Paoli’s nam e was among the 1,000. 
Town Laid Out 
The town 
which 
seemed 
to 
spring forth from the wand of 
Houdini was laid out withr due 
respect to the latest in community 
planning. 
W ith two streets run­ 
ning parallel, houses of exception­ 
ally fine structure were erected 
with a view tow ard ample room 
and space. 
Each street was al­ 
most a mile in length. 
Overlook­ 
ing Portage lake, a more pleas­ 
ing site for a village could not be 
imagined. 
The mad race for building made 
the Arcadian the toast of the Lake 
Superior country. 
Its name was 
on everybody’s lips. 
There was a 
wild clamor for shares. The stock 
reached its highest in 1899 when. 
it hit 90. In August, 1900, it sank 
to a low of I. 
On June 15, 1903, 
every wheel was stopped. 
The 
shafthouses and everything else 
was sold. 
To all practical purposes, the 
$7,000,000 venture was a complete 
flop. 
Thanks to the sale of ad­ 
jacent land to the Quincy com­ 
pany, its neighbor, for $750,000,

Where 
were you on 
the night of

W e don’t know how you were making out with 
your budget on the night of December 1st—but, 
on an annual basis, we were within an hour or eo 
of reaching our ’’break even” point.

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Senator Flays Colleges 
For Corrupting Athletes 


K-State Favored 
To Tip Wildcats 


WASHINGTON— OF) —Senator 
William Fulbright 
(D-Ark) 
ac- 
•used colleges today of corrupting 
their “hired” athletes and student 
bodies with “the cynical, immoral 
doctrine that one must win at any 
eost.” 
He criticized the schools and 
their alumni alike, showering on 
them blame for the recent col­ 
lege basketball 
bribe 
scandals 
centered in New York. 
The Arkansas senator 
charged 
colleges use “hired players,” “make 
a mockery” of the whole spirit of 
amateur sports and must share the 
blame when scandal results. 
A one-time college football star 
himself and later 
a 
university 
president, 
Fulbright 
spoke 
his 
views in a Senate speech. 
“Use Any Means” 
He related his criticism to an 
appeal for a review of the moral 
standards of government and for 
congressional action to “help our 
country reaffirm or reestablish a 
higher concept of public conduct.” 
“Our colleges, under 
extreme 
pressure from the alumni,” Ful­ 
bright declared, “have become so 
intent upon winning football and 
basketball games that they use 
any means to gain their ends.” 
“They hire players who are not

Skipping Breakfasts 
Won’t Shave Weight

ping breakfast won’t

The breakfast-missecs don't get 
thinner if they 
eat 
what 
they 
wish at lunch and supper, nutri­ 
tion 
studies 
show. 
Omitting 
breakfast cuts down work output, 
increases tremors and slows down 
reaction time, which could be im­ 
portant in avoiding accidents. The 
effects of skipped breakfasts are 
greater on men than women. 
The studies were made by Kate 
Damn, Dr- W. W. Tuttle. Con­ 
stance Martin and Loraine Myers 
of the University of Iowa college 
of medicine, and reported in 
the 
Journal of the American Dietetic 
aaaociation. 
Efficiency Suffers 
To lose weight wisely, the goal 
must be to 
cut 
down 
on 
the 
amount of food, particularly 
iii 
the calories your meals supply. 
The Iowa studies buttress doc­ 
tors’ 
warnings 
that 
skipping 
breaklast is unwise or harmful. 
Women volnnteers 
showed 
a 
drop in working 
efficiency 
and 
production, had a slower reaction 
time and an increase in 
normal 
neuro-muscular 
tremors 
when 
they skipped breakfast as com­ 
pared with eating a small break­ 
fast. 
Men showed the same 
results, 
but more pronounced. They com­ 
plained more about being hungry, 
were more tired after 
strenuous 
exercise. A few 
complained 
of 
dizziness and nausea. 
For men as 
well as 
women, 
there weren’t 
any 
significant 
changes in 
weight when 
they 
switched from a basic breakfast 
to several weeks of no breakfast. 
The basic breakfast consisted ot 
fruit, cereal, whole milk, sugar, 
two slices of toast, butter 
and 
jelly. It supplied 749 calories for 
the men, or about a quarter of the 
daily need.
